The  Phelps  & Sons  Mfg.  Co.  was  a button  making  firm.  The  1902/03 
city  directory  listed  the  owners  as  Augustus  Phelps  and  his  sons  John  H. 
and  Charles  H.  The  first  entry  for  the  firm  is  found  in  the  1886  direc- 
tory. Early  on  one  entry  states  that  the  firm  made  cloth  and  metal  buttons. 
It  was  located  at  395  Mulberry  Street.  Later  on  it  was  situated  at  110 
Pennington  Street. 

The  1915  directory  listed  the  firm  thus:  "Phelps  & Sons  Mfg.  Co.  Inc., 
Button  & Badge  Mfg."  The  last  entry  was  found  in  the  1924  directory.  At 
this  time  the  firm  was  manufacturing 'metal  wears  novelties'. 

I checked  numerous  directories  from  1899  to  1934  but  found  no  listing 
for  the  American  Pepsin  Gum  Co.

The  CHR.ATZ  Brewery  Token 


by  Bob  Slawski 


The  origin  of  a token  has  always  been  of  great  interest  to  me.  Most  of  the  New 
Jersey  tokens  were  made  locally  — Quints,  in  Philadelphia,  Whitehead  & Hoag,  in 
Newark,  American  Railway,  in  New  York  City,  and  a few  others.  This  seems  to  be 
the  logical  thing  for  a merchant  to  do.  Why  then,  was  the  CHR.ATZ  token  made, 
of  all  places,  in  Buffalo,  New  York?  Were  other  New  Jersey  tokens  made  there? 

Having  purchased  many  of  the  dies  of  the  A.  C.  Gibson  Co.  of  Buffalo,  I've  taken 
on  the  task  of  cataloging  these  pieces  of  history.  Unfortunately,  the  original 
family  member,  Calder  Gibson,  had  retired  a few  years  ago  and  sold  the  business 
to  a local  stamp  and  stencil  manufacturer.  When  the  shop  was  reorganized,  all 
records  of  the  tokens  made  in  the  past  were  discarded  and  all  that  was  saved 
were  the  dies.  They  have  been  there  for  many  years  now,  collecting  dust,  until 
my  discovery.  As  you  would  suspect,  most  of  the  dies  were  businesses  in  and 
around  Western  New  York,  and  Ontario,  Canada,  but  other  areas  were  represented. 
Among  them  were  Wisconsin,  Maine,  Massachusetts,  New  Hampshire,  Pennsylvania, 

New  Jersey,  Delaware,  Maryland,  Ohio,  Kentucky,  and  even  Alabama. 

To  help  identify  Gibson  dies  I have  illustrated  designs  that  were  frequently  used 


If  anyone  has  an  attributed  maverick  bearing  some  of  the  above  mentioned  designs, 
T would  appreciate  a post  card  or  letter. 

Now  to  the  answer,  or  at  least  a possible  answer  to  the  Chr.Atz  question.  If 
you  take  a map  and  look  at  the  states  the  A.  C.  Gibson  salesmen  apparently 
covered,  you  will  see  that  New  Jersey  is  surrounded  by  the\r  apparent  territory. 
Perhaps  there  are  mavericks  in  the  token  dies  that  are  actually  New  Jersey  tokens 
Youfhelp  in  answering  this  question  would  add  to  the  knowledge  about  New  Jersey 
tokens,  and  their  origin.

Paterson,  N.  J.,  Has  New  Token-Coins. 

The  newest  thing  in  trade  token-coins  have  made  their  appearance  in 
I'aterson,  N.  J.,  and  the  plan  by  which  they  have  been  brought  into  use  will 
probably  prove  so  popular  that  it  will  be  adopted  in  other  cities,  and  thus 
make  another'series  of  tokens  for  the  collector. 


The  system  is  employed  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Hamilton  Trust 
C°-  of  Paterson  and  such  merchants  of  that  city  as  care  to  adopt  it.  Metal 
token-coins  ranging  in  value  from  Vi>  cent  to  50  cents  are  purchased  by  the 
merchants  from  the  trust  company.  The  merchants  allow  a discount  of  two 
Per  cent,  on  all  cash  purchases,  this  discount  being  payable  to  the  customer 
™ the  token-coins.  The  trust  company  will  receive  the  tokens  as  cash  on 
deposits,  allowing  interest  on  the  account. 

We  are  indebted  to  Mr.  N.  Vreeland  of  Paterson  for  a specimen  of  the 
’i-cent  piece.  This  is  struck  in  aluminum  and  has  a notched  edge.  The 
°°verse  has  a representation  of  the  trust  company’s  building  and  the  in- 
scription “The  Hamilton  Trust  Co.,  Paterson,  N.  J.  Deposit  Check.  Good 
“ Money  When  Deposited.”  The  reverse  reads,  “Deposit  Before  Feb.  1, 
and  We  Will  Credit  i£c.  on  3%  pet-  cent.  Interest  Account,  Subject  to 
°Ur  Rules.  William  Boyd,  Jr.,  Treas.”

MEDAL  FOR  BKTH  ISRAEL  HOSPITAL,  NEWARK,  N.  J. 

The  courtesy  of  Mr.  Frank  D.  Liveright,  of.  Newark,  N.  J.,  enables  us  to 
reproduce  a medal  recently  issued  for  the  Beth  Israel  Hospital,  of  that  city- 


The  obverse  shows  the  buildings  of  the  institution,  with  the  six-pointed 
star  above,  within  which  is  “Jehovah”  (in  Hebrew).  Below,  “Beth  Israel 
Hospital,  Newark.  New  Jersey,  February,  1928,”  under  which  is  Aaron's  rod 
and  olive  branches.  The  reverse  symbolizes  the  work  of  the  hospital. 

The  medal  was  designed  by  J.  M.  Swanson,  sculptor,  of  Newark,  N.  J., 
a member  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association,  and  was  struck  by  the 
Medallic  Art  Company,  of  New  York  City,  in  bronze.  It  measures  three 
inches  in  diameter. 


THE  WANAQUE  PROJECT  MEDAL. 

To  provide  a supply  of  water  for  several  cities  in  northern  New  Jersey, 
the  Wanaque  Project  has  been  completed  after  nearly  ten  years  and  water 
was  turned  on  March  20  last.  To  commemorate  this  construction  a bronze 
medal  three  Inches  in  diameter  was  issued,  which  is  illustrated  here.  It  was 
struck  by  Whitehead  & Hoag,  Newark,  N.  J. 


The  obverse  shows  some  of  the  construction  work  connected  with  the  pro- 
ject. The  reverse  has  a lengthy  inscription.  Around  the  edge  of  the  reverse 
are  the  names  of  the  eight  contracting  municipalities — Paterson,  Passaic, 
Clifton,  Bloomfield,  Glen  Ridge,  Montclair,  Kearny  and  Newark.  The  medal 
is  reproduced  from  a specimen  furnished  by  the  North  Jersey  District  Water 
Supply  Commission.

WAMPUM  EXHIBIT  IN  NEWARK  (X.  J.)  MUSEUM. 

Among  the  exhibits  in  the  Indian  exposition  at  the  Newark  Museum  are 
specimens  of  wampum  money  made  in  a New  Jersey  factory  that  for  four 
generations  made  Indian  currency  for  use  on  the  plains.  The  wampum  mint 
of  the  Campbells  at  Pascack  has  long  since  fallen  into  ruin,  but  for  more 
than  a hundred  years  it  turned  out  the  bead  money  of  the  Indian.  Not  until 
1887  did  it  close  its  doors. 

John  Jacob  Astor  and  other  great  fur  traders  of  the  early  days  were  call- 
ers at  the  Campbell  mint,  where  they  purchased  the  wampum  with  which  to 
buy  the  skins  of  beaver,  bear  and  buffalo  from  the  Indians  of  the  North  and 
West.  Until  the  middle  of  the  last  century  stores  in  the  vicinity  of  Pascack 
accepted  the  wampum  as  currency  for  small  accounts,  knowing  that  the  (irm 
would  always  buy  it  back.  It  was  made  by  the  wives  and  daughters  of  farm- 
ers, under  the  Campbells’  direction. 

The  decline  of  wampum  as  Indian  currency  commenced  in  1830  and  prac- 
tically came  to  an  end  when  the  Government  gave  the  Black  Hills  reserva- 
tion to  the  Indians.  Virtually  all  the  Campbell  wampum  went  to  the  prairies 
and  mountains  of  the  Far  West  as  the  red  men  of  nearer  regions  had  be- 
come accustomed  to  real  money. 

The  famous  wampum  mint  of  Pascack  was  founded  by  John  Campbell 
about  177  5.  From  a private  business  endeavor  in  his  own  house  it  grew  to 
a plant  of  its  own.  For  black  wampum  the  Campbells  used  to  obtain  clam 
shells  by  a long  rowboat  journey  to  the  Long  Island  coast.  On  returning 
with  a load  they  laid  the  clams  under  the  trees  and  invited  the  neighbors  to 
eat  them,  with  /the  proviso  that  the  shells  be  saved.  When  Washington 
Market  was  opened  in  New  York  City  the  Campbells  contracted  for  all  its 
empty  clam  shells.  The  conch  shells  from  which  the  white  wampum  was 
made  came  as  ballast  from  the  West  Indies  to  New  York  piers. 

For  four  generations  the  Campbells  carried  on  their  wampum  manufac- 
ture. Abraham  Campbell,  last  of  four  brothers  engaged  in  the  trade,  died 
in  1899.  In  Colonial  times  not  only  the  Indian  but  the  white  settler  recog- 
nized wampum  as  legal  tender  and  on  the  statutes  of  several  Eastern  States 
it  was  admitted  to  be  currency.  So  wide  was  its  use  at  one  time  that  count- 
erfeit wampum  made  of  stone  came  on  the  market. — New  York  Times.

MEDAL  COMMEMORATING  AVIATOR  CARRANZA’S  DEATH. 

Perhaps  the  only  medal  issued  to  commemorate  the  death  of  Emilio  Car- 
ranza, the  Mexican  aviator,  who  was  killed  July  12,  1928,  in  the  United 
States,  while  here  as  a visiting  aviator,  is  shown  here.  It  is  struck  in  silver 
with  a dull  finish.  Specimen  for  illustration  is  from  John  R.  White,  of 
Waitsburg,  Wash.,  who  received  it  direct  from  the  Mexican  Mint,  where  they 
were  struck. 


The  dates  below  Carranza’s  portrait  are:  Date  of  birth,  Dec.  9,  19  05;  on 
May  25,  1928,  he  flew  from  San  Diego  to  Mexico,  and  on  June  12,  1928,  he 
flew  from  Mexico  to  Washington,  D.  C.  The  medal  was  issued  in  Decem- 
ber, 1928.

Although  this  medal  isn't  a Jersey  item  - it  is  interesting  to 
know  that  he  crashed  in  the  N.J.  Pine  Barrens  and  there  is  a 
monument  for  him  near  Tabernacle  (NJ). 

For  the  55th  year,  an  annual  memorial  service  for  the  flier  is 
still  being  observed  in  Tabernacle  Township.

NEW  JERSEY’S  MEXICAN  BORDER  SERVICE  MEDAL. 


Another  State,  having  seen  fit  to  honor  its  citizen  soldiers  who  served  on 
the  Mexican  Border  in  1916,  has  selected  a distinguished  firm  of  medalists 
to  produce  the  attractive  and  artistic  medal  shown  here.  Like  the  Pennsyl- 
vania medals  for  similar  service  and  for  the  Twenty-Eighth  Division  of  the 
A.  E.  F.,*  New  Jersey  has  secured  a particularly  artistic  medal  for  this  new 
award.  It  was  the  idea  of  Lieut. -Col.  Davis  S.  Hill,  of  the  N.  J.  N.  G.,  and 
was  designed  and  struck  by  the  well-known  Philadelphia  firm,  Messrs.  Jos. 
K.  Davison’s  Sons,  Inc.,  who  do  not  aim  for  quantity  production,  hut  strive 
for  quality  of  workmanship.  ’In  this  they  have  admirably  succeeded.

1926 


The  medal  is  of  satin-finish  bronze,  35  mm.  in  diameter,  with  a coin  edge. 
On  the  obverse  center  is  the  military  crest  of  New  Jersey  (a  lion’s  head 
erased  or.,  collared  four  fusils  gules,  wreath  or  torse  white  and  red),  below 
which  is  a group  of  oak  leaves,  indicative  of  the  strength  and  spirit  of  the 
National  Guard  of  the  State.  The  encircling  border  is  inscribed  NEW 
JERSEY  NATIONAL  GUARD.  On  the  reverse  center  is  a graceful  figure  of 
Liberty  with  a sword  at  rest  in  her  right  hand,  indicative  of  the  United 
States,  supported  by  a spread  eagle,  emblematical  of  the  Army  of  our  coun- 
try. The  left  hand  of  Liberty  rests  on  a shield  bearing  the  arms  of  New 
Jersey,  symbolic  of  the  National  Guard  of  the  State.  Below  this  group  is 
1916,  the  year  of  service.  In  the  exergue  is  the  Mexican  border  stone,  show- 
ing the  shields  of  each  Republic;  on  the  dexter,  that  of  the  United  States 
with  a laurel  branch  below,  and  on  the  sinister,  the  arms  of  Mexico  with  a 
cactus  branch  below.  Around  this  is  inscribed  MEXICAN  BORDER  SER- 
VICE. The  watered  silk  ribbon  is  dark  Jersey  blue  with  narrow  stripes  on 
each  side  of  green,  white,  red  and  white,  the  colors  of  the  two  countries. 
Green,  white  and  red  for  Mexico;  red,  white  and  blue  for  our  own  nation, 
with  the  blue  predominating  for  New  Jersey. 

The  lion’s  head  crest  recently  adopted  by  the  State  is  unique  and  appro- 
priate. The  first  settlers  of  New  Jersey  were  from  England  and  the  Neth- 
erlands, both  of  which  bear  lions  in  their  arms.  As  Sir  George  Cartaret, 
the  original  Proprietor  of  the  Jersies,  bore  on  his  arms  four  red  lozenges, 

they  have  been  copied  here.  While  the  figure  of  Liberty  has  frequently 
been  used  before  on  medals,  it  is  particularly  appropriate  here,  consider  ng 
the  cause  for  which  our  soldiers  were  sent  to  the  Mexican  border  in  1916, 
likewise,  the  eagle,  indicative  of  the  U.  S.  Army. 

Each  emblem  is  so  consistently  and  gracefully  placed  and  the  whole  so 
beautifully  wrought  that  the  medal  has  received  the  greatest  praise  from 
numismatists  and  lovers  of  medallic  art. 

We  not  only  felicitate  the  medalists  for  their  workmanship,  but  we  mo«t 
heartily  congratulate  the  National  Guard  of  New  Jersey  and  its  officers  for 
having  secured  one  of,  if  not  the  most  artistic  service  medals  issued  by  our 
several  States.  Would  that  the  National  Government  would  do  as  well.

Presentation  of  Newly- Designed  Emblems 
to  Begin  with  Anniversaries  on  October  1. 


The  service  emblem  adopted  by  the  Company 
in  1927  to  recognize  employees’  years  of  service 
in  the  telephone  business  is  being  redesigned,  and 
the  new  emblems  will  be  ready  for  presentation  to 
employees  who  become  eligible  for  them  on  and  after 
October  1. 

The  principal  change  in  the  appearance  of  the 
emblem  will  be  the  introduction  of  jewels  beginning 
with  the  25-year  pin.  The  quarter-century  emblem 
will  contain  a sapphire;  the  30-year  a ruby;  the 
35-year  an  emerald;  the  40-year  a diamond;  45-year, 
two  diamonds,  and  50-year,  three  diamonds.  The 
emblems,  to  be  furnished  by  the  Whitehead  & Hoag 
Company  of  Newark,  will  be  made  of  10-karat  gold 
and  the  jewels  will  be  genuine  3-point  stones. 

The  little  button  or  pin  clasp  emblem  has  served 
as  the  symbol  of  service  and  the  “badge  of  character” 
of  telephone  men  and  women  for  many  years.  The 
present  emblem  has  been  in  use  since  shortly  after 
the  Company  was  formed  in  1927.  The  newlv- 
designed  pin  will  continue  to  symbolize  the  impor- 


tant nature  and  the  traditions  of  the  telephone 
business,  and  recognize  the  outstanding  character, 
pride  in  the  service  and  integrity  of  the  people 
engaged  in  it. 

Years  of  service,  in  multiples  of  five  years,  will 
be  designated  by  one,  two,  three  or  four  stars  at  the 
bottom  of  the  emblem,  representing  five,  ten,  fifteen 
and  twenty  years.  The  Pioneer  triangle  will  appear 
on  emblems  begining  at  21  years — the  period  of 
service  required  for  membership  in  the  Pioneer 
Association — for  presentation  to  employees  who 
join  the  Pioneer  organization.  Beginning  at  25  years, 
in  addition  to  the  jewel,  the  period  of  service,  in 
multiples  of  five  years,  will  appear  in  numerals  at 
the  top  of  the  emblem. 

Employees  retiring  on  service  pension  will  re- 
ceive emblems  designating  their  actual  number  of 
years  of  service  in  the  business.  It  is  not  intended 
to  replace  service  emblems  now  in  the  possession  of 
employees  until  their  next  regular  service  anniver- 
sary occurs.

An  advertising  token  that  does  not  contain  the  name  of  the  firm  issuing 
it  is  illustrated  here.  The  obverse  is  in  imitation  of  the  old  Spanish  pillar 
dollar  with  modern  treatment.  The  reverse  has  the  following  inscription: 
“Pieces  of  Eight.  Davy  Jones  Locker.  4-3-25.  Eta  Mu  Sigma.”  (The 
figures  are  said  to  indicate  the  date  of  issue.  April  3,  19  25.) 


The  piece  was  issued  by  the  Ferracute  Machine  Co.,  Bridgeton,  N.  J..  and 
is  intended  to  be  a sample  of  the  work  that  can  be  turned  out  on  the  stamp- 
ing presses  they  manufacture.  The  Ferracute  Company  has  been  in  busi- 
ness for  many  years  and  has  built  a number  of  the  coining  presses  used  in 
the  Philadelphia  Mint.

TWO  TRENTON  TRADE  TOKENS 

by  David  Gladfelter 


I hear  welcome  reports  that  a New  Jersey  Trade  Token  catalog  may  be 
in  the  making  soon.  This  would  be  a complicated  but  very  worthwhile 
effort.  No  doubt  there  are  many  varieties  of  such  tokens  out  there 
that  have  not  been  listed  in  the  excellent  NJ  exonumia  listings 
published  in  the  TAMS  Journal  in  the  1970's  by  Damia  Francis  and 
anonymously.  I have  two  such  pieces,  both  from  Trenton,  and  was  able 
to  locate  some  information  about  them  in  old  Trenton  city  directories 
available  at  the  Trenton  public  library.  They  are  described  below. 
Let's  all  look  through  our  collections  for  unlisted  varieties,  and 
find  out  all  we  can  about  the  merchants  from  our  libraries  so  that 
the  forthcoming  catalog  can  be  as  complete  and  informative  as  possible.

Simonko  lived  and  operated  a confectionery  (candy)  store  at  the  token 
address  in  1925*  In  1929  the  business  was  listed  as  "varieties." 

By  1935  it  was  a cafe,  and  was  also  listed  as  selling  beer,  wines 
and  liquors.  The  last  directory  listing  for  Simonko  was  in  1938. 

The  building,  in  the  Chambersburg  section  of  Trenton,  is  now 
Varga's  Bar.

In  1918  and  1919»  he  was  again  listed  as  a "potter"  while  residing 
at  the  token  address.  Prior  to  1916  and  after  1919,  he  lived  at 
other  Trenton  addresses;  his  occupation  in  1920  was  "rubbermaker . " 

The  building  no  longer  stands.

Fellow  Collectors, 

I received  the  November-December  issue  of  Jersey  ANA  and 
was  puzzled  by  the  old  check  that  came  with  it.  I had  to  read 
the  whole  issue  to  find  that  Pete  Hogaboom  had  donated  one  to 
every  member.  Any  other  publication  would  hype  it  up  on  the 
front  page. 

I find  it  refreshing  to  read  a publication  whose  editors 
consider  the  dissemination  of  information  to  be  their  main 
goal.  Keep  up  the  good  work.  By  the  way,  punching  holes  in 
the  pages  for  insertion  in  a binder  is  a great  idea. 

As  far  as  my  collecting  interests  are  concerned,  I started 
out  collecting  19th  century  U.S.  type  coins  and  got  involved  in 
tokens  and  recated  items  only  by  accident.  One  day  when  I 
visited  a dealer  I used  to  frequent,  he  had  a couple  of 
interesting  tokens  on  his  counter.  He  had  no  idea  what  they 
were  and  I offered  a dollar  a piece  for  them.  They  turned 
out  to  be  hard  times  tokens.  I starting  reading  up  on  this 
type  of  coin  and  got  hooked.  The  dealer  has  since  gone  out 
of  busness,  (I  guess  ignorance  is  not  necessarily  bliss). 

At  present,  I am  concentrating  on  medals  and  tokens  from 
New  Jersey  issued  before  1929.  I am  particularly  interested 
in  finding  the  so-called  dollar  commemorating  the  50th 
anniversary  of  Atlantic  City  (Ii-K  651-a)  . I am  also  interested 
in  any  plastic  or  hard  rubber  tokens  issued  in  New  Jersey  before 
1955.  Naturally  any  periodicals  or  books  at  all  relating  to 
this  area  of  exunomia  are  welcome  additions  to  my  library. 

Before  I sign  off,  I would  like  to  mention  that  I own  a 
very  large  screw-activated  coining  press.  It  is  capable  of 
stamping  medals  as  large  as  4"  in  diameter.  My  father  was 

experimenting  with  a method  of  quickly  and  inexpensively 
producing  high  quality  coining  dies  before  he  passed  away. 
Unfortunately,  all  he  left  behind  regarding  his  experiments 
were  the  press,  some  disjoint  notes  and  some  dies  which  would 
get  me  in  big  trouble  with  the  U.S.  Treasury  if  they  were  ever 
found.  If  any  members  of  N.J.E.S.  have  any  expertise  in  die 
production  or  the  minting  process,  I would  be  happy  to  hear 
from  them.

An  Illustrated  Outline  of  Pre-Confederation  Provincial  Canadian  Coinage 


I.  Bank  Tokens.  In  1835  banks  refused  to  accept  anonymous  brass  pieces 
except  by  weight. 

A.  Bank  of  Montreal.  To  supply  a copper  coinage,  the  Bank  of  Montre- 
al began  issuing  "bouguet  sous'1  (halfpenny  tokens)  struck  of  good 
weight  at  the  Heaton  Mint  in  Birmingham.  The  value  was  inscribed 
on  the  reverse  in  French,  however  incorrectly,  viz  "sous",  the 
plural  of  sou  (un  sou  being  the  eguivalent  of  one  halfpenny). 

The  pieces  saw  much  circulation.  In  1836  the  bank  received  gov- 
ernmental authority  to  supply  copper  and  added  its  name  to  the 
reverse,  but  did  not  correct  the  value  spelling  due  to  its  accept- 
ance as  a guarantee  of  authenticity.

C.  Province  du  Bas  Canada.  Struck  by  Boulton  & Watt  in  Soho

D.  In  1841  Upper  and  Lower  Canada  were  reunited  as  Canada  East  and 
West  to  form  the  Province  of  Canada.  The  Bank  of  Montreal  was 
given  the  right  to  coin  copper,  which  was  obtained  from  and  struck 
by  Boulton  & Watt.  Two  1845  tokens  were  struck  but  not  released.

E.  Bank  of  Upper  Canada,  1850-57.  The  Bank  of  Upper  Canada  received 
the  right  to  issue  copper  in  1850,  after  the  capital  was  trans- 
ferred to  Toronto  from  Montreal.  An  order  was  placed  that  year 
for  pennies  and  half-pennies  at  the  Royal  Mint.  The  Province  of 
Canada's  agent  for  the  coinage  was  the  British  firm  of  Rowe, 
Kentish,  and  Co.;  and  although  "R.K.  and  CO.”  appears  on  the  ground 
line  on  the  obverse,  the  master  tools  were  engraved  by  John  Pinches 
of  London.  The  obverse  device  is  "St.  George  and  the  Dragon", 
while  the  reverse  shows  the  then  obsolete  arms  of  Upper  Canada. 
Pieces  dated  1850  were  struck  at  the  Royal  Mint  in  1851  and  did 
not  reach  Canada  until  1852.  The  "dot"  between  the  cornucopiae 
seems  deliberate  but  without  significance. 
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In  1852  a second  order  was  placed  with  the  Royal  Mint  which 
began  coinage,  but  was  unable  to  complete  due  to  more  pressing  demands. 
The  remaining  blanks  were  transferred  to  Heaton's  Mint  in  Birming- 
ham and  the  order  was  completed.  Interestingly,  the  Royal  Mint  struck 
"medal  rotation"  (ft)  and  the  Heaton  Mint  struck  "coin  rotation" 

Due  to  the  adoption  of  the  decimal  currency  system  in  1858,  no  fur- 
ther orders  were  given  after  the  1857  issue.  More  interesting  is  the 
fact  that  in  1863  the  Bank  complained  to  the  government  that,  because 
of  the  introduction  of  the  currency  system,  it  had  not  been  possible 
to  put  much  of  the  final  order  into  circulation.  The  government 
agreed  consequently  to  purchase  the  tokens  and  proceeded  to  store  them 
in  Montreal  for  many  years.  Through  some  irregularity,  after  the  Bank 
had  closed  in  1867  (the  year  of  the  Confederation),  a portion  re- 
ceived circulation!  In  any  case  the  tokens  were  moved  to  Toronto  in

In  1852  the  Quebec  Bank  was  allowed  to  issue  halfpennies  and  pennies 
due  to  a serious  copper  shortage  in  Quebec.  The  Bank  of  Upper  Canada 
coinage  was  supposed  to  be  enough  for  the  entire  province;  however 
the  first  two  issues  of  this  bank  were  not  delivered  until  1853,  and 
the  first  Quebec  Bank  was  desperate.  Although  the  government  sanc- 
tioned the  1852  issue,  a second  request  was  denied  due  to  the  con- 
templation of  a decimal  currency.  The  Quebec  City  coat  of  arms  is  on 

the  reverse  of  these  pieces  struck  by  Ralph  Heaton  & Sons.
